Holding Back Killer Floods 

Businesses and engineers have fleshed out several dramatic concepts to hold 
back water before it tops the shoreline, including these two elaborate ideas: 


New York 

Think Sandy was just a 100-year 
storm that devastated New York City? 
Imagine one just as bad, or worse, 
every three years. Prominent planners 
and builders say now is the time act, 
before the next deluge, and it could 
even save money in the long run. 

Strategies to hold backwater aren’t 
just pipe dreams. Not only do these 
technologies already exist, some of the 
concepts have been around for decades 
and have been deployed successfully 
in the U.S. and other countries. 

So if the science and engineering 
are sound, the long-term cost would 
actually be a savings, and the fre- 
quency and severity of more killer 
floods is inevitable, what’s the holdup? 

Political will. 

Like the argument in towns across 
America when citizens want a traffic 
signal installed at a dangerous inter- 
section, Sandy’s 43 deaths and esti- 
mated $26 billion in damage citjwide 
might not be enough to galvanize the 
politicians into action. 

“Unfortunately, they probably 
won’t do anything until something 
bad happens,” said Larry Murphy 
an engineer with CDM Smith. “And 
I don’t know if this will be consid-

Looking Ahead 

Sen. Charles Schumer, D-N.Y., has 
announced he will spearhead ef- 
forts to request an Army Corps study 
of whether barriers or other options 
would work better. However, it remains 
unclear if Congress would be willing 
to fund such a study, which would un- 
doubtedly take several years and cost 
millions of dollars. And even before a 
dime has been appropriated, the corps is 
lowering expectations. Says spokesman 
Chris Gardner: “You can’t protect every- 
where completely at all times." (ap)

“I have always considered that

Evidence Missed in Anthony Case 


Sheriffs captain says 
office overlooked 
a key Google search 

Orlando, Fla. 

The Florida sheriff’s office that 
investigated the disappearance of 
Casey Anthony’s 2-year-old daugh- 
ter says it overlooked evidence that 
someone in the Anthony home did a 
Google search for “fool-proof’ suf- 
focation methods on the day the girl 
was last seen alive. 

Orange County sheriffs Capt. 
Angelo Nieves said Sunday that 
the office’s computer investigator 
missed the June 16, 2008, search and 
that it’s not known who performed 
it. The admission was first report- 
ed by Orlando TV station WKMG. 
The station reported it was done on 
a browser primarily used by Casey 
Anthony, who was acquitted of Cay- 
lee Anthony’s murder in 2011.

WKMG reported that sher- 
iffs investigators pulled 17 vague 
entries only from the computer’s 
Internet Explorer browser, not 
the Mozilla Firefox browser com- 
monly used by Casey Anthony. 
More than 1,200 Firefox entries, 
including the suffocation search, 
were overlooked. 

Whoever conducted the Google 
search looked for the term “fool- 


proof suffication,” misspelling “suf- 
focation,” and then clicked on an 
article about suicide that discussed 
taking poison and putting a bag 
over one’s head. The browser then 
recorded activity on the social net- 
working site MySpace, which was 
used by Casey Anthony. 

A computer expert for Antho- 
ny’s defense team found the search 
before the trial. Her lead attor- 
ney, Jose Baez, first mentioned the 
search in his book about the case 
but suggested it was Casey’s father, 
George Anthony, who conducted 
the search after Caylee drowned 
because he wanted to kill himself 

Baez told WKMG that he 
expected prosecutors to bring up 
the search at trial: “When they 
didn’t, we were kind of shocked.” 

Not knowing about the comput- 
er search, prosecutors had argued 
that Caylee was poisoned with 
chloroform and suffocated by duct 
tape. (AP)

Explosion Caused 
By ‘Human Error’ 


18 were injured after 
utility worker pierced 
gas pipe, official says 

Springfield, Mass. 

A utility worker responding to 
reports of a natural gas leak in 
one of New England’s largest cities 
punctured a pipe and an unknown 
spark ignited a massive explosion 
that injured 18 people and dam- 
aged 42 buildings, the state fire 
marshal announced Sunday. 

Friday night’s natural gas blast 
in Springfield’s entertainment dis- 
trict was caused by “human error,” 
State Fire Marshal Stephen Goan 
said at a news conference. He didn’t 
name the Columbia Gas Go. worker 
who pierced the high-pressure pipe. 

The worker was using a metal 
probe that tests natural gas levels 
when it damaged the underground 
pipe, Goan said. A flood of gas then 
built up in a building that housed a 
strip club, and a spark touched off 


Meanwhile ... 

Massachusetts State Fire Mar- 
shal Stephen Coan said the in- 
vestigation into the blast is being 
turned over to the state Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities. It’s not clear 
whether investigators will ever be 
able to determine what caused the 
spark that ignited the explosion. Co- 
lumbia Gas, a subsidiary of public 
company NiSource Inc., said Sunday 
that it planned to open a claims cen- 
ter for residents and businesses af- 
fected by the explosion, (ap) 


the blast, officials said. The build- 
ing that housed the Scores Gentle- 
man’s Club was destroyed. 

After the pipe was ruptured, 
authorities evacuated several build- 
ings. Most of the people injured 
were part of a group of gas work- 
ers, firefighters and police officers 
who ducked for cover behind a util- 
ity truck just before the blast.

Upheaval Tears at Fragile Egypt 


Violence, protests 
deepen in wake of 
Morsi’s power grab 


Cairo 

Supporters and opponents of 
Egypt’s president on Sunday grew 
more entrenched in their poten- 
tially destabilizing battle over the 
Islamist’s move to assume near 
absolute powers, 
with neither side 
appearing will- 
ing to back down. 

The standoff 
poses a hard test 
for Egypt’s lib- 
eral and secular 
opposition since 
Hosni Mubarak’s 
ouster nearly two 
years ago. Failure 
to sustain protests 
and force Moham- 
med Morsi to loos- 
en control could 
consign it to long-term irrelevance. 

Clashes spilled onto the streets 
for a third day since the presi- 
dent issued edicts that make him

immune to oversight of any kind. 

A teenager was killed and at 
least 40 people were wounded 
when anti-Morsi protesters tried to 
storm the local offices of the presi- 
dent’s Muslim Brotherhood in the 
city of Damanhoor, officials said. 

It was the first reported death 
from the street battles that erupt- 
ed across much of the nation Fri- 
day, the day after Morsi’s decrees 
were announced. 


The judiciary, the main target 
of the edicts, has pushed back, call- 
ing the decrees an “assault” on the 
branch’s independence. But the 
nation’s highest judicial body, the 
Supreme Judiciary Council, watered 
down its opposition Sunday. 

Protesters also clashed with 
police at Cairo’s Tahrir Square, 
the birthplace of the mass protests 
that toppled Mubarak. Hundreds of 
protesters staging a sit-in in Tah- 


rir have vowed not to leave before 
Morsi rescinds his decrees. The two 
sides also have called for massive 
rival protests Tuesday in Cairo, 
signaling a protracted struggle. 

Morsi’s office issued a state- 
ment late Sunday defending his 
decrees, saying: “The presidency 
reiterates the temporary nature of 
the said measures, which are not 
meant to concentrate powers.”

Factory Fire in Bangladesh Leaves 112 Dead 


Dhaka, Bangladesh 

At least 112 people were killed in 
a fire that raced through a multi- 
story garment factory just outside 
of Bangladesh’s capital, Dhaka, an 
official said Sunday. 

The blaze broke out late Satur- 
day at the eight-story factory oper- 
ated by Tazreen Fashions Ltd., 
a subsidiary of the Tuba Group, 
which supplies Walmart and other 
retailers in the U.S. and Europe. 

By Sunday morning, firefight- 


ers had recovered 100 bodies, said 
Maj. Mohammad Mahbub of the 
fire department. He said 12 others 
who had jumped from the building 
to escape the fire later died. 

Troops were deployed as thou- 
sands of onlookers and relatives 
gathered at the site, Mahbub said. 

Sabina Yasmine said she saw 
the body of her daughter-in-law, 
who died in the fire. She had no 
trace of her son, who also worked at 
the factory that makes polo shirts, 
fleece jackets and T-shirts.

“Oh, Allah, where’s my soul? 
Where’s my son?” wailed Yas- 
mine. “I want the factory owner 
to be hanged.” 

Bangladesh has about 4,000 
garment factories, many without 
proper safety measures. 

In its 2012 Global Responsibil- 
ity report, Walmart said that “fire 
safety continues to be a key focus” 
in Bangladesh. Walmart said it 
ceased working with 49 factories 
in Bangladesh in 2011 because of 
fire-safety issues, julhas alam (ap)

A Cold One Before Work 



A Little frigid weather 
won't stop hard-core 
cycling commuters 

Washington 

The sounds of the city recede to a 
low hum — less present than the 
bite of winter’s chill — and the whir 
of bicycle wheels breaks the still- 
ness of the suburban bike path. 

“When the early evening comes 
in the fall and it gets cold, it’s actu- 
ally very solitary and beautiful to 
just cruise that trail through the 
woods, even in the dark,” said 
George Branyan, 49, who plans to 
pedal 15 miles each way between 
his Greenbelt, Md., home and 
downtown D.C. office in all but 
the worst conditions this winter. 

Along the Northeast Branch 
Trail, near College Park, riders are 
scarce during the winter, he says. 

In seven years of commuting 
on two wheels, riding through the 
winter months — unless it is bit- 
ter cold, raining hard or snowing 
— is enjoyable for him. 

Riding right through winter 
is becoming a lifestyle choice for 
Washington cyclists, too. Although 
numbers are hard to come by, it has 
been evident to the eye of anyone 
downtown during the first cold 
days this winter. 

The Capital Bikeshare program, 
which rents bikes for short hops to 
members in the District and Arling- 
ton County, registered more than 
half as many riders in February as 
it did in July. 

Those figures are skewed a bit 
because this year the program 


Shorter Trips 

Most Capital Bikeshare riders 
don’t go far enough on the red 
bikes to get frostbitten. The av- 
erage Bikeshare ride is 1.4 miles. 
The average ride on a personal 
bike is 8 miles, (twp) 


expanded, adding more bikes and 
docking stations. 

“There is a bit of a dip in the 
winter months, but not that much,” 
said Chris Eatough of BikeArling- 
ton, who also works with Bikeshare. 

“Tourist use generally goes 
down in the winter, but the morn- 
ing and afternoon ridership num- 
bers are quite strong for people 
who use it for commuting,” he said. 

People like Branyan and Eliz- 


abeth MacGregor, 49, who has a 
28 -mile round trip between her 
Vienna home and downtown D.C. 
office, have to dress for the cold 
weather. 

“If I were advising somebody 
who was just starting out. I’d say, 
see what you’ve got in your clos- 
et and try to use that,” said Mac- 
Gregor, who began commuting by 
bike about eight years ago. “You 
don’t have to spend a lot of money 
on this. I wear a merino wool base 
layer. I wear ski sweaters, usual- 
ly. I have a variety of weights, and 
then either a cycling jersey or a 
fieece vest or a wool vest. And then I 
wear a wind-breaking layer on top. 
And I have tights that I wear, too.”

Watch Out in Ward 1 

D.C.’s most immediate parking changes are 
coming to congested Ward 1, where the D.C. 
Department of Transportation is essentially 
eliminating half of the visitor parking spaces 
on weekdays in neighborhoods such as Co- 
lumbia Heights and Adams Morgan. Here 
is what the changes will look like under 
the regulations being implemented over 
the next month: 


» For residents: One side of the 
street in 550 blocks of Ward 1 will be 
reserved for Ward 1 residents with 
valid parking permits from 7:30 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. Mondays through Fridays. 

» For visitors: Nonresidents will 
have to park on the nonreserved 
side of each block, where two- 
hour time limits will be enforced. 
DDOT is considering community 
requests to extend the restric- 
tions through the weekend in 
some neighborhoods, (twp) 


Washington 

District officials are reserving thou- 
sands of on-street parking spaces 
for residents on weekdays in the 
city’s most crowded neighborhoods, 
part of an aggressive effort to limit 
spots for visitors. 

The restrictions are a slice of a 
city strategy to promote bicycling 
and mass transit while increas- 
ing the odds that residents can 
find parking. The changes, which 
could affect as many as 10,000 
spaces, come as the city cuts on- 
street parking to make room for 
bike lanes and prepares to set aside 
hundreds of meters for the disabled. 

“That is the sign of the future, 
that discourages car ownership,” 
said D.C. councilman Jim Graham, 
D-Ward 1. 

Graham said the restrictions, 
authorized two years ago but 
just now being implemented, are 
designed to make sure there is suf- 
ficient parking for residents in a 
rapidly developing part of the city. 

“People are not able to park in 
Ward 1 now, so what we are doing is 
striking a balance in favor of those 
who are residents with stickers who 
paid for them,” said Graham, not- 
ing that similar restrictions are in 
effect in parts of Capitol Hill. 

In the 15 months after the 2010 


Census was completed, the District 
gained an estimated 15,000 resi- 
dents, and the changes in Ward 1 
underscore efforts by Mayor Vin- 
cent Gray, D, and D.C. Council 
members to manage parking. 

“The city is growing, and if 
every single one of these new res- 
idents had a car, there wouldn’t 
be enough parking for everyone, 
so the idea is to build neighbor- 
hoods where you don’t need a car,” 
Pedro Ribeiro, Gray’s communica- 
tions director, said of the mayor’s 
overall strategy. 

Though planners say many 
new residents are choosing to live 
car-free, development has put a 
strain on parking. Some changes 
are starting to cut into the stock 
of 18,000 metered parking spaces. 

DDOT recently completed the 
L Street bicycle lane, reserving 
an eastbound lane for bicyclists 
between New Hampshire Avenue 
and 12th Street. 

The bike lane resulted in a loss 
of about 120 metered spaces down- 
town, though DDOT officials say 
they lessened the impact by add- 
ing about 70 meters elsewhere. 

Before summer, DDOT hopes 
to have completed a similar west- 
bound bicycle lane on M Street N W, 
which could further constrict park- 
ing in the central business district.

But councilman Marion Barry, 
D-Ward 8, said he is concerned 
that the bike lanes are taking too 
many on-street parking spots, 
which remain more economical 
than garage spaces that can exceed 
$20 per day. 

“We need bike lanes, but we 
also need parking,” Barry said. 
“These parking lots are killing us 
for $30 a day.” 

And the District’s new regu- 
lations could add more confusion 


to the parking restrictions that at 
times baffle even DDOT officials. 

Last week, the city posted park- 
ing signs in the 1100 block of 15th 
Street NW, next to the 15th Street 
bicycle lane, that said, “Zone 2 
residential parking permit only.” 

DDOT officials could not 
explain what the signs mean or say 
whether non-Ward 2 residents can 
park at the meters along the street. 

“I am trying to figure out what 
the rationale is,” said Angelo Rao, 
manager of the District’s parking 
and streetlight program. “Was it 
appropriate? ... Was it a mistake?”

The win enabled the Falcons

Darth Vader is dead. The evil Emper- 
or exploded after being thrown down 
a shaft. And Luke Skjrwalker and his 
allies destroyed both Death Stars, 
restoring balance to the Force. For 
the Walt Disney Co., the prospective 
new owner of the “Star Wars” fran- 
chise, what’s left to tell? 

A lot, apparently. 


There are more than 110 novels 
and 80-plus comic books set after the 
events of “Return of the Jedi,” the sixth 
episode in the film series. All of these 
additions to the so-called expanded 
universe were sanctioned by Lucas- 
film Ltd. and creator George Lucas. 

That has left a lot of room for spec- 
ulation ever since Disney announced 
last month that it would buy Lucas- 
film for $4.05 billion and resume mak- 
ing “Star Wars” movies, starting with 
Episode 7 in 2015. 

For fans, big questions remain. 

Will Luke take on a Jedi appren- 
tice? Will Han Solo and Princess Leia 
have kids? And who will be the villain?

The Heart of Hitchcock’

Helen Mirren reveals 
the woman behind 
the legendary auteur 

Film 

Its main commercial attraction may 
be the novelty of seeing a heavily 
made-up Anthony Hopkins imper- 
sonate the Master of Suspense, but 
the heart of the new biopic “Hitch- 
cock” isn’t Sir Alfred. It’s the direc- 
tor’s wife, Alma, little known to the 
public but an enormous influence 
on the auteur’s films. 

Helen Mirren, who plays Alma, 
is no stranger to bringing historical 
figures to the big screen: She won 
an Oscar for playing Elizabeth II 
in “The Queen.” One assumes it 
was something of a relief, this time, 
to play a woman whose voice and 
mannerisms weren’t already well 
known to viewers across the globe. 

“Yes, absolutely,” she says. Showy 
impersonations often lead to acting 
awards, but even without the “She 
sounds just like her!” effect, Mirren 
may earn a fifth Oscar nomination. 

“I do wish I looked more like 
Alma,” she admits, “because Alma 
was a birdlike person, and the visu- 
al imagery of this tiny little woman 
with this huge, big man — and she’s 
the only one who’s got influence 


over him — I just loved that idea.” 

Beyond some still photographs, 
there was little for Mirren to base 
her performance on physically. 
Although Alma Reville teamed with 
Hitchcock near the beginning of 
his very public career and worked 
closely with him until his death in 
1980, she stayed out of the spot- 
light her husband filled so distinc- 
tively. “There’s no film” of her, Mir- 
ren complains. “Just one tiny bit on 
YouTube, of Hitchcock getting his

API award, and there’s Alma sitting 
next to him. I watched that over 
and over again, but they only cut 
to Alma for a nanosecond.” 

Instead, the actress relied on 
books — like one written by Patricia 
Hitchcock, the couple’s only child. 
“Here’s the daughter of an incred- 
ibly famous film director, and she 
chooses to write her book about her 
mother,” Mirren says. “That speaks 
so much about what she felt her 
mother’s contribution was.” 

Historians agree that Alma was 
an intimate collaborator. In “Hitch- 
cock,” which focuses on making 
“Psycho,” we watch as she puts her 
mark on one of the most famous 
moments in movie history. Alfred 
is adamant that the shower scene 
should have no score accompany- 
ing it; only Alma can convince him 
that it will play better with music. 

Mrs. Hitch was only occa- 
sionally credited officially for her 
efforts, usually as a contributor to 
the screenplay. But as Mirren puts 
it: “She had her finger in so many 
pies. She could say: ‘No, that cos- 
tume doesn’t work; it needs broad- 
er shoulders. That scene doesn’t 
work; you should cut it there.’ Peo- 
ple say. Why didn’t she get a cred- 
it?’ Well, it’s hard to credit that. You 
know: Adviser’? Wife-adviser’?”
